A big 
crowd surged along the beach as the ves- 
sel approached to a position opposite the 
pavilion. Then the crowds commenced 
cheering the St. Louis dipped colors and 
passengers gave back answering cheer1 


to those on shore. 


The hoisting of "Old Glory" at the ma- 


rine observatory notified the multitude on 
the water and shores of New York bay 
that the St. Louis was in sight, shortly 
•its* eleven o'clock. As the steamer ap- 
proached the yellow dragon flag of China 
was seen flying from the truck of the 
mainmast. 


Tho U.S. Dispatch boat Dolphin went 


down the bay to meet the incoming 
steamer. She carried a distinguished 
party including the Chinese minister from 
•Washington, Yang Yu, tbe New York 
consul 8ze, General Buger as official 
representative of President Cleveland, 
•nd other ofllclals all in full uniform. 


The officials from the Dolphin were 


taken aboard the 8t Loc!« down the bay. 
As the ocean liner steamed op toward her 
yfor (die was greeted with salutes of whis- 
tles and dipping of colors. She arrived a* 
the pier at 1.30 where the party disem- 
barked and went directly to the Waldorf 
hotel. The city is gay with flags and dec- 
orations and everything is in readiness for 
tbe grand reception.

The Chicago platform invites us to 


establish a currency which will enable 
a man to pay his debts with half aa 
much property as ha would have to use 
in order to pay them now. This proposi- 
tion is dishonest, I do sot Bay that all 
the advocates of tho tree coinage of sil- 
ver are dishonest Thousands of them, 
millions, if there be eo many, are doubt- 
less honest in intention. But I am nn- 
able to reconcile with any ideal of in- 
tegrity a change in the law which will 
permit a man who has borrowed $100 
to pay his debt with flOO each one of 
which IB worth only half' as much aa 
each dollar he received from the lender. 


The Chicago platform sanctions the 


use of the appointing power of the presi- 
dent in snoh a way as to control the 
federal judiciary in deciding questions 
of constitutional law. It contemplates 
a change in the personnel of the su- 
preme conrt of the United States to the 
end that the recent decision declaring 
the income tax unconstitutional may be 
reversed. Strange times indeed are 
these when a man is told that in order 
to be a Democrat he most favor the im- 
position of an income tax and the' 
destruction of tho independence of the 
judiciary. 


Still more alarming is the clearly im- 


plied approval of lawless violence con- 
tained in the denunciation of what is 
denominated in the platform "govern- 
ment by injunction. " Veiled in the lan- 
guage of moderation, the wild light of 
auaroby shines through. 


In my opinion, without reviewing the 


Chicago platform further, the declara- 
tions in regard to the currency, tho su- 
preme court and the income tax aud 
the repression of forcible lawlessness by 
the aid of injunctions are enough to de- 
mand its rejection by all good citizens 
and the defeat of tho candidates who 
stand u}>on it. 


I regie t exceedingly to find a disposi- 


tion quite prevalent to array the west 
against the east in the discussion of 
these matters. I see no occasion for 
making our differences sectional. Here 
there is no political hostility toward the 
west socb as is expressed toward the 
east by some western newspapers and 
public speakers. Good citizens can per- 
haps best aid the cause of honest money 
and law and order by devoting more 
time to rational argument and less to 
inefficient abuse. 


All questions relating to the tariff 


have become insignificant for the time 
being in view of the possibility, how- 
ever slight, that the abhorrent prin- 
ciples of the Chicago platform may pre- 
vail. The dnty and the necessity to 
compass the Haul overthrow of that 
platform by assisting in the defeat of 
William J. Bryan are most imperative 
and solemn. This may most certainly be 
accomplished by voting for the electors 
pledged to the support of William Mc- 
Kinley, but I hare no quarrel with any 
Democrat who adopts any other course 
which seems to hint equally well adapt- 
ed or better adapted to the same end.

It was surrounded by 
a crowd and about 300 shook hands with 
the candidate. Bryan made a brief speech. 


As he began speaking a voice cried out, 


"We are fighting the aristocracy of gold." 
To which Bryan replied, "Stand, and in 
the fight no one will get nearer to the 
enemies lines than the one who carries 
the standard." 


He said laws should not be made for the 


many who toil and that the reason the 
golditcs use hard names and apply epi- 
thets to the free silverites, is because they 
know the Chicago platform is a menace to 
wrong doers; not to the smaller wrong 
doers but to the transgressors who at 
tempt to use the government as an instru-, 
nient of wrong to others. 


The great common people, he said, did 


not need a particular class to tell them 
what they should do; they oould think 
for themselves.

UP IN THE NOTCH. 


A Little Something About the 


Big Dam As It Is To- 


day* 


NOVEMBER BEFORE THE LAST LOAD. 


What Contractor Guozzo'c Men have Don e 


and how They Appear'ntsnuelve?. The 


Way the Dam will be Tested. 


A Pew Other Things. 


The building of the Notch dam Is a 


stupendous piece of work. 


Many attempts have been made to 


describe tee big dam and all of them have 
been failure*. 
The reason is evident. 


The work Is a great unit lucking in 
numerous elemeats which make adequate 
description possible. 
It to simply the 


gathering into an immense heap of soil 
and roek from an extended territory. 
The greatness of the thing can only be 
conveyed through the eye by an inspec- 
tion of the thing Itself, not through it 
from printed words. Of course by pains- 
taking and laborous effort one might 
think ont, or fish oat from the latest 
dictionary, enough adjectives that convey 
an idea of magnitude and by artfully 
weaving them into a story convey the 
impression that something big is being 
built in the Notch, but it is sixteen to-one 
that the impression would fall short and 
anyway sneh a compilation wouldn't be 
'n proper place in the columns of a 
newspaper. 


Points of View, 


While it Is impossible to describe the 


dam.so that a reader of the description 
could form something near to an accurate 
mental picture of the structure it is not 
impossible, of cour-e, to speak of the 
points from which its immensity appears 
the most striking. There are two ways 
of getting a good Idea of the dam.One is to 
stand right at its bate and strain the neck 
gazing at Its top or rather to that bight 
which the workmen have so far carried it; 
the other way Is to take up a position of 
considerable distance from it, so far away 
from it in the territory that will be the 
basin of the reservoir nntil the large cob- 
ble stones that have been used for paving 
its aide look like pebbles in a river's 
bed. 
The second way Is the most satis- 


factory perhaps. In the first position the 
observer feels as if he stood at the foot of 
a mountain that has almost perpendlcu- 
'ar sides. 
He sees litUe because of his 


limited perspective, but is Impressed with 
'he wide ratio the great bulk bears to the 
lie* of a man. 
This impression is heigh- 


tened by the busy little army of men scal- 
ing its tlttes, or harrying around on its 
top as If their space for action was no less 
limited tfcaa if they were located on a 
natural mountain topped With an exten- 
sive plateau. 


At a Distance. 


At the second suggested position of 


view the two sides of the valley come- 
within easy range of the vision. Then it 
appears that the men are truly raising In 
the valley an artificial barrier such as 
would take centuries to raise by natural 
means of deposit or such as might be ac- 
complished by a sudden and terrible con- 
vulsion at the earth's surface. One would 
hardly think that the barrier was being 
raised for the purpose of supplying a 
peaceful and prosperous city with water 
in these pacific times, he would rather 
think that a great! seige was being antici- 
pated aad that the barrier was an earth- 
work being built to surely withstand an 
onslaught with modern armaments of 
war. 


Figure* Pall A1«o. 


Figures beyond a certain limit are aa 
useless as words to convey impressions ol 
size. It does not avail very muoh in de- 
scribing the vast obstruction to say that 
its greatest length is about 483 feet and 
that its hight is about seventy feet. 
One cannot conceive by these figures of 
the amount of stone and cement that goes 
into a wall eight feet at its base and 
forms a section of this barrier; nor can an 
idea of the whole mass be obtained from 
these figures and the additional ones that 
the dam at its base pleasures on the ex- 
terior side about 110 feet thick from the 
core wall and about ninety feet from the 
wall on the Interior side. Dammed in by 
this barrier it is expected that 93,000,000 
gallons of water will collect covering a 
space of over twelve acres. 
From tbe 


last statement it would appenr that nieu 
have set themselves to correct an omis- 
sion of nature and were determined to 
create a placid lake In the beautiful val- 
ley, to reflect the lights and shadows of 
the peaks and their woods, the sky and 
its .sunsets, to add the last element to an 
impressive solitude. 


It Will T»B«lfj-. 


But the dam is a dam and it Is for water 


purposes. When completed It will be an 
illustration ou a large scale of modern 
hydraulic engineering. It will be, no 
doubt, a monument to tbe ability of the 
engineers concerned In its construction 
and wili stand for years testifying to care 
of the city officials under whose watchful 
supervision it was built. It will testify no 
less to the care of those who superintended 
its beginning than to those whose high 
executive ability will bring it to success- 
ful and comparatively inexpensive com- 
pletion. Tbe board of public works is 
pleased with the progress that is now 
being made and the excellent workman- 
ship that accompanies the progress and 
evidently the board should be well pleased- 
The county officials, who have at larger 
interest than the economical prosecution 
of the work are well pleased, too, and 
there is no reason to believe that the In- 
habitants of this city will not be pleased 
when in the near future the big reservoir 
will be discharging pure and almost un- 
limited water to them from its great 
store. 


Near tbe End. 


It will be November before the dam is 


completed although the work is being 
persecuted very vigorously. 
At present 


about 135 men are at work upon it and 
something like thirty-seven teams are 
kept busy hauling. The act of building 
is simply the hauling of the earth to the 


top of tbe work, the breaking of It, If it Is 
lumpy and clayey into sir.es that will pack 
firmly in the last process of rolling. 
Water sufficient to cause perfect cohesion 
is sprinkled upon the earth and the build- 
ing is an unceasing monotonous round o' 
hanllng, breaking up and rolling. Tbe 
core wall which extends through the 
dam from side to side And from the lowest 
point of its foundation is kept up to the 
bight of a few feet above the level of the 
earthen work and Is added to course by 
course as the earthern work rises. Those 
7,-ho saw the dam before Contractor Cuoz- 
zo's men began work upon it and have 
not seen it since would be struck with 
the large growth that has taken place in 
it since the contract was let. It has risen 
over twenty-four feet since then and a 
week's work now adds considerably to i [ 
because as the proposed hight is neared 
the dam narrows and a certain number 
of cubic yarda added shows to better ad- 
vantage now than when added at a time 
when the work was much more incom- 
plete. 


The Amount (o be Built. 


The dam will be in a condition for the 


storage of water before the last load is 
deposited on It, but Thanksgiving turkeys 
will be near the day of their execution 
when that load Is emptied. Work that 
might be considered finishing work is now 
being done and things are assuming a 
shape like to that which they will have 
when the small, old dam will be hidden 
far out of sight under fathoms of water. 
The interior face of the dam is being 
paved and this important part of the 
work Is being done with great care. The 
stones used are the large sized cobble 
stones that are found in the vicinity of 
the reservoir. 
Although it appeared at 


first that there was a boundless supply of 
these stones for this purpose the supply 
seems now to be short and probably some 
will have to be brought from greater 
distances that was at first expected. The 
heel course of this paving is of very large 
stones, resting on the foundation on which 
the dam is built, not on new work, so that 
greater security might be obtained. The 
paving Is not yet over all the finished 
surface, but it can be brought up to it ip 
short time. 
There is about sixteen or 


seventeen feet of the dam yet to build, 
four of these feet will be built without the 
stone core wall. The wall will not be 
carried higher than about twelve feet from 
the present dam level. In addition to this 
paving and building there is the spill-way 
to be constructed. That part of the work 
is not considered a very heavy job. It is 
simply the constructing of a water-way at 
the water-level of tbe reservoir for the 
purpose of carrying off surplus water in 
oase the reservoir should flow to an over- 
flowing point. 


The Testing of It. 


After the building will come the impor- 


tant matter of testing. The service pipes 
that pass through the great structure at 
ita very base were tested aa they were be- 
ing Jaid and were proved safe In every re- 
spect. The testing that will come later 
will be to determine the perfection of the 
dam as a whole. When the time has 
come for the test the present outlet for 
the brook will be stopped and a weir will 
be placed in the brook's bed below the 
dam. The amount of water above the 
weir will be most carefully watched as 
the filling of the big dam proceeds. If the 
water at the weir increases in quantity to 
a very perceptible degree it will be known 
that some Is creeping through and then it 
will be necessary to determine whence it 
comes. Should It be clear the clearness 
will prove that it comes through some 
natural channel which it is expected will 
fill up, but should it be muddy the muddi- 
ness will indicate that the water is prob- 
ably getting through the new work and 
then the process of filling the resorvoir 
will be allowed to go on with caution. 
Should there be no leakage the dam will 
be considered a success without a de- 
tracting feature. Perhaps it would be 
too ranch to expect no leakage whatever 
when it is considered how difficult it was 
to cope with the quick sand that showed 
itself in very annoying quantities in the j 
early stages of the building. At tbe same I 
time it would seem unreasonable to ex- i 
pect much leakage. Tbe greatest care 
has been taken not only in the building 
but in the selection of the material that 
has gone into the reservoir side of tbe 
core wall. The material has been kept 
almost as free from large-sized stones AS if 
it had been screened. Engineer Oeer, 
who has superintended Mia work in the 
interest of the city, has been very watch- 
ful that nothing has been allowed to go 
into it that would impair Hi homogeneity 
or solidity. 


TUo Hen Woo BiitM. 


A visitor at the dam now would perhaps 


not be much more interested in the con- 
struction than tbe constructors. The in- 
terest in the men would not be much 
more because of their nationality and 
habits than it would be for their evident 
hardiness. Looking at them as engines 
of force they are almost perfect human 
machines. They are as muscular as the 
athlete ready for contest and carry no more 
superfluous flesh. Their aims seem to be 
lit tie more than the expending of energy 
in their work and the consumption of ma- 
terial to keep up the energy supply. Their 
food means little more I ban the coal does 
under the boiler, a something to be con- 
sumed that the energy it contains may be 
converted into motive power. Their 
simple fare, of bread and cheese and beer— 
mostly at all times farinacions—shows no 
epicurean appetite to be satisfied and 
clearly contains little waste products. It 
can hardly be said that the beer is used

stimulus. If it is life to work as It)) h/sld 
by philosophers and no qualification is put 
on the word "work" then these men do 
nothing but lire. They eat their simple 
meils composed of a trifling-part to please 
the taste and of a very large percent of 
that which is used in the crimnal econ- 
omy, they labor hard and sleep as primi- 
tively as they eat simply and seek no en- 
tertainment outside of a story around 
their campfires or in their shanties, or 
that entertainment that may be gotten 
from the humming of a boyhood or nat- 
ional song or the playing of its air on an 
accordeon.

With 
free and unlimited coinage at 16 to 1 
the silver dollar -would, as now, weigh 
1(! timee as much as the gold dollar, tint 
the coinage would be on piivate account, 
and the government would be l'rj(! from 
all obligation to redeem silver in gold 
dollars. It would simply givo a silver 
dollar to every one \\'ho brought 871 *>£ 
grains of silver to its mints. 


Under free coinage the silver dollar 


would be worth, as is the Mexican dol- 
lar today, only about half of a gold dol- 
lar. All of our gold would be hoarded 
or, exported, and only silver dollars 
would be left in circulation; prices 
would double at once; wugea and sal- 
aries would rite slowly and usually 
only attti strikes; 6,000,000 depositors 
iu savings banks would receive back in 
value only half of the 11,800,000,000 
they put in; the 2,000,000 insurance pol- 
icies of this country would lose half their 
present and just value, which is over 
14,000,000,000; the 970,000 pension- 
ers would receive dollars worth only 
half as much as gold dollars; the 1,750,- 
000 shareholders in building and loan 
associations would lose nearly one-half 
of the $T,">0.000,000 now due them; the 
railroads aud corporations, which prob- 
ably owe two-thirds of tlie mortgage 
indebtedness of this country, would bo 
gainers by billions of dollars; tho mil- 
lion? of savings bank depositors and in- 
surance policy holders would fose tho 
mo°t ot what tbe wealthy corporations 
\s onld gain; farmers would lose more 
than they would save, for not only 
would prices of what they buy go up as 
much as would prices, of what they Iwve 
to sell, but there would be a permanent 
disadvantage and loss because fluctuat- 
ing silver prices would have to bo re- 
duced to gold prices when they exjxut 
their surplus products, the price of 
which largely fixes prices for their uu- 
expoited products; mteicst would be 
much higher than at present, as it is 111 
all silver countries, because men will 
not loan at low rates of interest when 
they are to be paid in depreciated dol- 
lars of uncertain value. 


When, after great injury and Buffer- 


ing, we should emerge on a silver basis, 
we would be worse off than when on a 
gold basis and would have gained noth- 
ing except some costly experience. 


The Dollar of Civilization. 


" Whttt shall it profit us to have a 


dollar which grows more valuable every 
day if snch A dollar loweis the standaid 
of civilization and brings distress to 
the people?"—Presidential Candidate 
Bryan in His New York Speech. 


This question is based on two errors. 


The gold dollar does not grow more val- 
uable every day. Itchangesbut slightly 
iu value during long periods, and, meas- 
ured by the labor cost of procuring it, is 
now less valuable than it was 20 years 
ago. While gold IP not a perfect stand- 
ard of value, it is the best known to 
mankind. 


Nor is it true that tho nse of one par- 


ticular kind of metal to measure values 
"lowers the standard of civilization," 
The most highly civilized nations have 
always been those which have used 
gold. That the great commercial conn- 
trios, after long experiments with both 
metals, have timtid m giving up the 
silver standard and using gold us the 
sole measure of values is the best possi- 
ble proof of the superiority of gold. 


Judged by the test of civilization, it 


is found that in their upward progress 
nations have always gone from silver to 
gold—never in the opposite direction. 
Will Mr. Bryan pretend that England 
has been growing less civilized during 
the past 80 years since she adopted the 
gold standard? Has Germany lo%vered 
her standard of civilization since she, 
too, decided to use gold instead of sil- 
ver? Has not the United States reached 
its greatest development in population, 
Wealth, intelligence of its people and 
in all advances m the sciences and aits 
during the past 23 years? 


If the use of gold lowers the standard 


of oivilization, tho use ot silver must be 
supposed to raise it, Tho average Amer- 
ican voter needs only to think of the 
civilization of China, India and Mexico 
to satisfy himself that his condition 
will be in no way improved by free 
coinage. 


Do not be deceived by tbe fraudulent 


pretense that -the 'fight for free silver 
means • contest between -bimetallism 
and gold monometallism. We now have 
almost equal amounts of gold and silver 
coin, nearly all the silver being full le- 
gal tender money. This is true bimetal- 
lism. Free coinage at 18 to 1 would at 
once put the country on a silver basis 
and force oar gold out of circulation. 
The «ilverit*i ace the worst enemies of

I 
If you are inclined to favor tho free 


coinage candidates, you most have some 
reason for approving their financial pol- 
icy Perhaps you are one of the millions 
of voters who do not give much thought 
to politics, but vote according to their 
famy, that one party or the other will 
make the < ooutry more prosperous. Yon 
are doubtless sincere in your views, 
though sadly mistaken as to the facts on 


1 which you base them. Are you ready to 
' abandon the 16 to 1 scheme if you are 


ghov.il that it rests ou a misunderstand- 
ing as to its real nature; If so, you will 
have little difficulty in deciding as to 
the merits of the proposition for tho 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 


Do you fa\or a stable measure of 


value? The experience of all civilized 
nations has shown that gold fluctuates 
less in value than any other commodity, 
and is therefore the best standard by 


j which to measure the value of property 


of all kinds. Silver, on the contrary, 


J vanes greatly in value from year to 


year, and is for that reason an unstable 
standard. In a choice between the twp 


i metals there can be no question as to 


the superiority of gold.

Do yon believe iu bimetallism—that 


I is, the nse of both gold and silver as 


full legal tender money? The opening 
of the United States mints to the free 
coinage of silver at u ratio of IB to 1 
would at once drive gold out of circfl,- 
Intion and put the country oa the silver 
basis. Then instead of bimetallism we 


i would have silver mouornetajhsni. 


Po you want more inonoy ip use? \fr* 


now have about $1,200,000,000 in me- 
tallic money, divided into nearly equal 
amounts of gold and silver. The «dop- 
fion of the silver standard, which must 
certainly follow free coinage, would, by 
forcing gold out of use, deprive us of 
one-half of our stock of money. Thru 
free silver means not more, bnt less 
money. 


Do you want low rates of interest on 


loans? If owners of capital know that 
they arc sure to be paid interest and 
principal in dollars of as higS purchas- 
ing power aa those they loan, they will 
be willing to take loss interest than if 
they expect to be paid in depreciated 
dollars. The proof of this is found in 
tho decline m interest rates since the 
adoption of the gold standard in this 
country and in the fact that the rate, of 
inteicbt ib far lower in England, Ger- 
many and other gold using nations 
than in India, Mexico and the rest of 
the silver countries. 


Do you want to see confidence restor- 


ed, industry prosperous and business 
brisk? The agitation for such a financial 
revohition as would be involved in the 
overthiow of the gold standard and the 
various forme of currency based on it 
is strangling industry and hampering 
business. Until it is settled that con- 
tracts to pay dollars will not be broken 
by law nobody cares to risk money iu 
enterprises involving tbe investment of 
capital for any length of time. An em- 
phatic declaration that tins country will 
remain ou an honest money basis will 
restore prosperity and put an end to tho 
business troubles arising from the threats 
of tho free silver agitators.

It wiw Sir Walter Scott who furnish- 


ed the base for the proverbial expres- 
sion, " 'Hamlet'with Hamlet left oat." 
In the introduction to his "Talisman" 
he wrote about a "playbill which is 
•aid to have announced the tragedy of 
'Hamlet,' the character of the Prince of 
Denmark being left out." Ac in the 
case of most modern proverbs, the fin- 
ished product differs in form from the 
raw material. 


There is no record that "Hamlet" ev- 


er was acted with the character of tho 
Prince of Denmark left out, though the 
piny ban been acted in almost every oth- 
er way. In 1881, in London, the ver-' 
Bioa of the first quarto, which was print- 
ed in 1603, was acted by amateurs. 
They followed tho customs of the thea- 
ter of Qneen Bess' time, using no scen- 
ery or decorations, and the actors wcro 
garbed as Raleigh and his friends wore. 
About the same time, too, Edwin 
Booth and his company arrived at Hart- 
ford minus their trunks and_gave three 
acts of the play ia their traveling cos- 
tames. Probably, however, the efleot 
was not vastly different from Booth's 
ordinary production of the tragedy. 


Then the Count Joannes and James 


Owen O 'Conor acted the part of Ham- 
let with two readers, man aiid woman, 
to take the other parts; and Bellew— 
Kvrle Bellew'a father—read the play at 
a desk in front of the proscenium, while 
the actors moved about the Btage with 
appropriate gestures and opened and 
shut their mouths and said no words. 
Bat most nearly approaching to Scott's 
omitted Prince of Denmark must have 
been the performances where women 
played Hamlet; Charlotte Cojhman, 
Miss Marriott (who made a famous 
prince), Adele Belgarde, Anna Dickin- 
son, and a round dozen of others tried 
the part. 


Bat if "Hamlet" Hal not been played 


without the prince, other plays have 
been oa occasion. 


In the last century there was a Han- 


nah Brand, « schoolteacher. 
She 


thought she could write a play, and BO 
worked on John Kemble nntil he pro- 
duced during the season of 1791-3 her 
five act tragedy "Hnniadea," based on 
Hungarian history. 
Kemble played 


Hnniades; Miss Brand played Agmnnda, 
the heroine. The play failed; and then 
Hannah Brand left out Eemble's part 
and produced the rest of the play under 
the name "Agmunda." As before, she 
played the heroine, and as before she 
heard the play hissed and damned be- 
yond redemption. 


John Brougham, however, really 


played a play with one of the principal 
characters left out, though, aa he says, 
"it was a frightfully dangerous experi- 
ment." 


The play was his famous burlesque 


"Pocnhontas," produced at Wallack's, 
then on Broadway, nearBroorne street, 
in 1S56. Brougham played Powhatan, 
Charles Walcot, Captain Smith; Miss 
Hpdson, PocahontaR; Peters, the Dutch- 
man ; and the play worked its way up 
in the public estimation. Let Brougham 
tell of hi! feat: 


• "One evening Mr. Lester Wai lack 


game into tbe dressing room where 
Waloot and myself were preparing for 
the performance, with the announce- 
ment that PocahontRs waa nosing and 
oonld not be found anywhere in the city. 


"What was to be done under the cir- 


cumstances we couldn't conceive. All 
sorts of plans wore projected, but none 
would work. At last, in desperation, I 
said to Wakott, 'Suppose we do it with- 
ont Pocahontasl' 
" 'Agreed,' said Charley, who was 


always bright, quick and witty. 'We'll 
doit anyhow I' 


"Mr. Wallack went on the stage and 


announced that, 'owing to the absence 
of Mies Hodsou' (the truth was she had 
eloped with somebody), 'the play would 
be produced without her, Messrs. Wal- 
cot and Brongham having kindly con- 
vented to fill her part.' 


"For a moment dead silence reigned, 


but directly the fan of the thing was 
taken in, ajid the people fairly screamed. 
We went Cn. First Charley would say, 
'This is what Miss Pocahoutas would 
remark if she were present,' and then 
ke would talk te himself. 
'Where ii 


Pokey?' he wonld exclaim, to which I 
would reply: 'Lost among the icebergs 
of Broadway, But if she were here I 
know she wonld answer you in this 
way,' and then I would give her speech. 


' 'At the end, when it bfecame neces- 


sary to jolm their hands in' matrimony, 
we didn't know exactly what to do, but, 
looking around the stage, I saw a broom, 
and, seizing it, I boldly advanced to 
the front, saying, as I handed it to 
Charley, 'Take her, my boy, and be 
happy.' It Ijrought the in,me down, but 
it wag a frightfully daiiRerou1? experi- 
ment." 


The audience the sjrxt uight wanted 


Pocahontas left out again, but Brougham 
wouldn't have it so. Kiimlct may be 
left out oiicp, on the spnr of tba mo- 
ment, but cot a second time, and never 
when the mail who makes the ghost 
walk has time to put eveu a gravedig- 
ger in the prince's place. The history 
of the stage seems to prove that Scott's 
playbill was not actual, but, like his 
quotations from "Old Plays," merely 
produced for the occasion from 'his won- 
derful imagination.—New York Sun.

Zanzibar, 
Aug. 28.—Nothing but 


smoking mint) mark the spot where 
yesterday morning stood the magnifi- 
cent palace of tUe sultan of Zanzibar. 
All roads and avenues of escape from 
the city are still guarded by detach- 
ments of British marines sent ashore 
from tha warships which yesterday 
Bomburded the castle. The work of 
takingr the insurgents prisoners con- 
tinue. The dead have all been gath- 
ered m and tha wounded are being 
eared for. The usurping chieftain, 
Said Khalid, whose refusal to surron- 
der and quit the palace, where he was 
intrenched with a strong and heavily 
armed band of followers, caust-d the 
British boats to open fire on the castle, 
is still at the German consulate, to 
which place he fled with the comman- 
der of his forces, Said Sales, during 
the bombardraant and sought asylum. 
Foreigners Sought Safety on Warships. 
Many 
of 
tha 
British residents 


boarded the warships lying in the 
harbor before the bombardment began, 
all of the ladies taking refuge upon 
the St. George, the flagship of rear 
admiral Harry H. llawson, but a large 
number of Europeans remained on 
shore 
Most of the rebels stood to 


their guns pluckily and fought well, 
though after the first broadside was 
fired from the warships a number of the 
defenders of the palace fled to tie out- 
sltirtb of the town, where many rob- 
beries were committed. 
Everybody 


on board the rebel steamer Glaagow, 
which was sunk by the British vessels, 
were rescued by boats from the bom- 
barding ships. 
There were a large 


number among them who had been 
wounded. 
Several 
Indian soldiers 


were killed daring the firing. The 
Thruih was hit sixty-two times and 
the Racoon sixteen times by shotB 
from the guns of tha rebels. 


Bombardment of tho Palace. 


Eaid Khalid had ample warning 


of what to expect if he did not surren- 
der. 
In reply to the last message 


sent to the palace by Rear-Arniral 
Raw- 


son informing him that only one hour 
more would be given him to quit trie 
palace, he said that he and his follow- 
ers would die rather than give in. 
About 9 o'clock the flagship signalled 
the Kaccoon, Thrush and Sparrow to 
begiug firing and a moment later the 
eruiter and the gunboats opened fire 
with their heavier guns, sending a 
storm of shot and shell into the palace. 
The shells tore big gaps in the palace, 
scattering death and confusion among 
Its defenders. 
Some of the guns of 


Said Khalid ashore were dismounted 
by the shota and the gunners were put 
to flight. It was not long after the 
bombardment began when smoke was 
seen 
issuing 
from 
windows 
of 


the 
palace, 
indicating 
that 
the 


building had 
been 
set 
on 
fire 


by the shells. The British beats 
continued to rain shot into the castle 
for forty-five minutes, when it began to 
tumble In ruins -and flames were mak- 
ing 'ast headway in the work of de- 
struction. Efforts of theroarines, who 
were landed when the flagship sig- 
nallud to cease firing, to check the 
flames, ware unavailing and the onoe 
handsome structure was reduced to 
ruins. 


Insurgent Loss Heavy, 


London, 
Aug. 33.—Later advices 


from Zanzibar say the loss of Said 
Kalid's force was heavy, but the exact 
number of the killed and wounded ia 
not known. The only casualty on the 
British side was the serious injuring 
of one seaman. 
No material damage 


nas sustained by the British war ves- 
sels. Haraoud, a cousin of the late sul- 
tan, has been proclaimed successor to 
the sultanate.

Paris, Aug. 99,—Aa a result of the 


attack on the Ottoman bank in Con- 
stantinople by rioters on Wednesday 
last the French government has de- 
cided to at once send a gunboat to tha 
Turkish capital, although a dispatch 
received by the managers of the Otto- 
man bank here from the directors of 
the bank at Constantinople says that 
the rioting is over. 
Official dispatches 


received here from Constantinople say 
that the French charge d'affaires there 
has installed a guard of sailors from 
the French guardship La Fleche, at 
the French embassy a* a measure of 
precaution. 
The official 
dispatches 


also give a- detailed account cf tha 
riots. The attack, which took place 
at 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon, 
was made by a score of men armed 
with 
revolvers and 
bombs. When 


they invaded the bank they killed a 
number of gendarmes who were on 
guard. The employe! of the bank 
fled to the quarters occupied by the 
tobacco syndicate, adjoining the bank. 
The invaders mounted the roof of the 
building, and from the open windows 
fired at the police below. The polioo 
returned the fnsUade in a vigorous 
fashion and several 
persons were 


killed and wounded. The riot then 
became general. Shops were sacked 
and bazaars invaded, and the wildest 
excitement prevailed throughout cer- 
tain quarters of Constantinople. The 
officials of the bank say that none of 
the staff was injured during the riot- 
ing, 
and that the bank was 
not 


robbed, A bomb was exploded in Con- 
stantinople near the Qalata guard 
house. Many soldiers were killed and 
wounded. One report says that there 
is no doubt that the movement was 
revolutionary in plan and scope; that 
It had its origin at the secret ireetlngs 
of *1te Huntchagists, an Armenian 
revolutionary society.
